It its this free swimming stage of 
heir career that is so perilous to oys- 
ers under natural conditions, inas- 
much us countless numbers are de- 
voured by Sshe« and even by adults 
t their own species, while a great 
majority of those that survive such 
dangers eventually perish through be- 
ng unable to fine! any suitable spot 
where they may settle down. It docs 
not matter to th« young oyster wheth- 
er ho settles upon a rock, an -old boot 
or a bottle, but be must be out of the 
mud, which will suffocate bim if it. 
flows over him. 


The new'iy batched oyster is .already 


.nclosed Ir t bivalve shell, composed . 
of a glassy substance and provided 
with a hinge.

The huge huii 
of enibassadors in the national pnlace, 
in which the sessions will be held, is 
Ln'iiii: practically rebuilt, aud work is 
jroini: on day and nifcht to have every- 
thing i» readiness when it is needed. 
Bays the New York Post. New furni- 
ture for the room has just been re- 
ceived frotc Taris, and when it is 
completed tlie ruorn will be one of the 
handsomest in the world. 


During their stay in the city the 


delegates will he the guests of nearly 
all the chief societies and companies 
of the country. Every railroad is ar- 
ranging- excursions for them to points 
of interest along its line, nnd social 
and business clubs arc preparing to 
entertain them. An instance of the ex- 
tent to which these preparations are 
being carried is shown in an excursion 
to the wonderful caves of Cacahun- 
milpa -winch, is being planned. 
To 


make the trip easier for the delegates 
new roads are being built, as the old 
ones were rough and uncomfortable 
to travel over. At the same time an 
electric light plant has bean establish- 
ed near the caves nnd a complete sys- 
tem of wiring placed in them so that 
the visitor* will be able to see the 
wonders of the underground rooms to 
the fullest advantage.
